Hundreds of thousands of dollars will 
be saved by the Goversssent. for It 
will reduce lite number of Mils made 
ever}' year by tie bureau of printfag 
nnrf pneravice, that branch, of tbe 
Treasury Department devoted to the 
manufacture of currency, 

Thp machines used for the purpose 
are simple. There is no secret to the 
laundering operation, for the soiled 
bit! is subjected to about Ui£ sasse 
treatment that a soiled liacsa collar 
would receive. It is first run through. 
a motor-driven washing machine. 
"Starching Is the nest step, tlie eleaa 
but limp bill being run tlwaagti a 
"ailing" machine wMth restores its 
surface. It is then placed is a pow- 
erful press, from wbtch it ejaerges 
as crisp and frcfcli as newly-saade 
money. — Americas Social Gazelle.

4.T Paris, immediately after Inundations that seemed for some 
'time to threaten ruin not onljr to some of Its poorer districts, 
'but to its railways and Industries, sbould bave been found 
leading all the pleasure-seeking- world In some of the most 
extravagant scenes and fashions ever known, explains why It 
has always proved a hard soil on which to produce earnest thought about 
the soul. 

But It also explains, we think, the peculiar suitability of our free and 
Informal style of service to attract and to win, for Christ the French 
population. In alt countries nowaday* we consider there Is more or less 
revolt against the stiff formality that has too often characterised "Divine 
worship" in the past, and a disposition to appreciate better our sort of 
Meeting. 

The following experience of a French Convert, now an Officer In Swit- 
zerland, explains well why this kind or Meeting tells bo In France: 

"I was born In Bordeaux. My family, composed of father, mother, my 
slater Marguerite, and myself, was a simple working-class one. Catholics, 
and brought up by nuns, 'our religious knowledge was not extensive, hut 
we h«d n.hsppy family life. 

"Alas, all ehangea sol One morning, my mother, who had been like 
a guardian angel to us, was taken. It was a sad day for us. My rather 
felt the affliction so cruelly that be wrote out the following Inscription for 
the gravestone: — 

An Irresistible Attraction. 

"'The Creator of all, called the Good Father, can He, forgetting nil, 
take from as Mother? 1 i 

"My sister soon afterwards got married, and I remained alone with my 
father, abandoning all thought of religion, and living altogether for the 
work), mother's love being no longer there to restrain me. After fifteen 
years 1 still mourn her loss. 

"But one winter evening, when the rain was falling and It was as cold 
a«- !*•_ so that the streets were aim' it deserted quite early, th e wind how- 
ling, too, we tiat- silently In our home, my father reading his paper, and 
my own heart feeling deeply Hb emptiness. All at once we beard a tap at 
tbe door. I found there a young man of poor appearance, lame, but with 
a very happy look, and he put Into my hands a handbill, and then disap- 
peared. 

'The bill announced that that same evening, in a dlstazt and popu- 
lous part of the city, a Meeting would be held, to which we were ' Iinlted. 
Out of pure curiosity my father and I went there. Oh, what a surprise! 
Finding lbs Hall already too smml tor the mii'innm, w« Iwd auuie diffi- 
culty In finding seats quite near tbe front, before a platform on which 
people dressed In red and blue were singing, clapping their hands,' and 
making a noise I could not have endured, but that I repeatedly noticed 
In their songs the name of Jesus. 

"'Hold,' 1 said to myself, 'you are In a religious Meeting.' 

"One of these who wore a red Jersey stood at the front of the plat- 
form, and his long arms almost reached to my face, but he spoke or his 
Saviour with such force and such love. Never before had t heard anybody 
apeak thus of his God. 

"Alotg with my father 1 kept coming to the Meetings, Tor 1 felt 
troubled; find al last, Just on Christmas Eve, unable any longer to realist, 
1 came U. the Saviour for pardon, From that hour there began for me a 
dream' 6r joy and blessedness; In fact, a new life. 

"And then' 1 saw my father die, not fn a state of revolt against God, 
but In tbe arms of bis Saviour, And then I set out for our military school 
In Paris, 1 was Sent as an Off leer Into Switzerland, where It has pleased 
Ood to let me stsy for thirteen years. 

A Happy' Home. 

"I was Indeed wandering lit the paths of doubt, with an empty heart, 
and with death ever before me, when you came and shone upon me. I am 
yonr*, "my God, 1 am yours,"

" 'We were educated In a modern school, where we never, heard of the 
love of God, bo that It is no wonder there was neither peace nor low In 
our home. But now that Is all changed." 

"Looking at me with her eyes filled with tears she went on: 'I shall' 
never forget how 1 got acquainted with The Salvation Army. It was by 
means of The War Cry. In It I read of souls being saved, and that titers 
must be a complete change In heart. We, and bouse. I was seized with a 
desire to belong to God Who can do snch things. I decided to go to the 
Meetings, and after a few evenings all my douhts vanished, and tbe living 
God came Into my heart." P 

"No wonder the visitor says abe bad difficulty to avoid praising God 
aloud as abe left that home. In multiplying such homes we are dolus, Ilia 
best we can for the French, the Belgians, or any other people. Can yon 
help us by yonr gifts to do the work on a wider scale?

from sixty to seventy per cent. It Is 
a very general opinion that women 
drunkards are Incurable, hut the ex- 
perlence of The Salvation Army 
shows that the most Inveterate cases 
can be reclaimed and made once more 
into good and -useful members of so- 
ciety.

Many Inmates have not only been 
dipsomania™, hut vlfttma of the drug 
habit, and such cases have provided 
as satisfactory results as tbe more 
common alcoholic wrecks. No at. 
tempt Is made to reduce gradually 
tbe dose of opium, cocaine, or what- 
lever drug may have been used. It Is 
rigidly prohibited from the first. 

The majority of the Inmates or 
these Homes are those who nave been 
formerly lu the better stations of life 
— wives and daughters of professional 
men, stockbrokers, and independent 
gentlemen. Their fall from tbls very 
fact has been all tbe greater, and 
their reclamation from the human, 
standpoint rendfimd -m^re iiflflfKiis.

Another wotaftp, hol4jog a rather 
lmimrtsi3& of ttep 'itt a IjjsMk Mftiui- 
tlon, became ani Inebriate, sod ftfter 
Bomu dinleuity was induced to enter 
a Home, where she was converted to 



God. Sons© tijse afterwards It was 
found that her accounts at Uae public 
institution were EOt sjalte as iliey 
should be, and officials visited fcer 
at tbe Home. She was traly penitent, 
and willingly agreed to do that waicli 
wonld put matters right. Her change 
of heart wss so manifest that ib@ 
authorities where she had been era- 
ployed asked that she ralght remain 
In the Home for tsielve mosths in- 
stead of the usual sis, so t&at she 
might receive toe fall benefit of tbo 
godly Influence and atmosphere of tbe 
Place, and at the end of that tlms. 
they received her back to her farnsar 
position, which she sow fills with,' 
honour. Tbls woiasa iiss bees Ibe 
means of leading many people to God, 
and she Is to-day as earnest Christian 
worJter.

The In- 
tercolonial Railway Is doing better, 
as Its revenue Increased by {711,165. 
The number of passengers carried on 
that line was 3,123,324, an increase 
Of 215,087, 

The grand total of Federal expendi- 
ture on the railways and canals of 
Canada on March 31st last was $668,- 
326,727, of which {126,328,956 was 
spent on canste. 



The Western Wheat Crop. 

The wheat crop ot the West baa 
been somewhat unsatlslactory this 
year, It Is stated. This, beyond douht, 
la due to the unklndness of the wea- 
ther. Not only bas the Quantity 
dropped, but tbe quality Is not Up 
to the standard of tbat which was 
being inspected at this time last year. 

Figures are dry and uninteresting 
at times, but a comparison of some 
details of grain Inspections here with 
those for the same time last year 
shows the great difference in the qual- 
ity of the two crops, 

Ybr the first six weeks of thc crop 
year, wbkb began on September 1, the 
inflpectloua were 19,753 cars this year. 
I-ast ytfar there were 23,185 during 
tlie same period. 

Th''.- iitritiilnrrt nf quality mm' b" 
judged roughly by the division Into 
contract grade3 and tuferlor stuff. In 
the 19,753 cars of wheat, 16,453, or 
83 ,29 per cent , graded No. 3 or bet- 
ter, entitling them to recognition In 
the filling of contracts, The balance 
was spread ovar about n dozen varie- 
ties, all classed as low grade.

Were he a criminal the 
prison might suit him; were be only 
weak-minded the asylum for such 
children might suffice; were be 
strong-minded and of evil Inclination 
the reformatory might be his place; 
hut he Is neither of any of these, and 
yet Is .rapahla of becoming a member 
of one of these classes. What are we 
to do with bim, and bow are we to 
cultivate his youth so tbat his crim- 
inal tendencies may be suppressed, and 



yet those not so afflicted may escape 
being contaminated by bis presence? 
There can be but one answer to this 
Important question: by the establish- 
ment of special Institutions for tbe 
care and training of such subjects. 
It Is tn childhood that the seed of 
evil is sown, and l£ b*<2 moral ten- 
dencies are manifested ia this defec- 
tive class the Institutions bene re- 
commended should be Bet apart to 
correct all undesirable qualities of 
body and mind. If possible.

JAVID waa depressed; be 
was In a atate of melan- 
choly, I can Imagine I 
see him, as, in a mood of 
utter dejection, be re- 
clines upon the luxurious cushions In 
one of the gorgeous apartments of 
that magnificent Eaatern palace. Pro- 
bably bis harp, upon which his skil- 
ful ringers often moved, bringing forth 
notes or purest harmony and sweetest 
melody, stood silent and Inanimate 
beside hfm. He bad no desire to 
exercise tbe wondrous girts or music 
and song which had die 3 red bis lone- 
ly hours as a ahepherd lad on the 
Bethlehem mountain side, made for blm 
a welcome In tbe king's court, and 
earned that Immortal appellation, "the 
sweet singer or Israel." Upon bis 
heart weighed n torturing tormenting 
burden or unrest; over his spirit 
swept an Indescribable sense of lone- 
liness and tear; a cloud as dense as 
midnight darkness overshadowed biui 
and seemed to obscure every gleam 
or light and ob'Iterate every star of 
hope from his sky.

T Is by no means easy to 
determine the prices at 
which books In manu- 
script listed to be sold, In 
classical and In mediae- 
val 'times, and then to translate those 
prices into tbelr equivalents In our 
prefitent currency- Among the later 
Greeks and Romans the craft of the 
copyist was certainly carried on in 
an Organized way and on a large 
scale at centres like Rome and Alex- 
andria and Constantinople, while the 
cost of reproducing manuscripts was 
lessened by. employing slaves who 
Were trained to act as scribes. St, 
John Chrysostom's sermons distinctly 
assume that his hearers possessed, or 
had access to, copies of the Scrip- 
tures, Probably such copies were less

costly and more common at Antloch 
in 1 the fourth century than they were 
at London In the fourteenth, ilallam 
estimated that the price of books In 
Europe was reduced four-fifths by the 
Invention of printing. Printed books, 
however, appeared at flitt in very 
limited Impressions. Down to the 
end of the fifteenth century sn .edi- 
tion seldom exceeded three hundred 
copfca. 

The onrlloat printed Ulbles were by 
no Means cheap. Copies of the rirst 
Bible ever printed at Home, 1471, 
coot 10 papal ducats — about £."0 o[ 
our money. No fewer than eighiecn 
editions of the Bible had been printed 
Jn German— all cumbrous und costly 
folios— before t,lltlier Issued bis vcr- 
Blon of the New Testament, which 
was sold for a florin und u half.

lish Bibles was kept up by means of 
various patents and monopolies 
granted to the printers, and this de- 
veloped a lucrative trade In smug- 
gling pirated 'editions from Holland 
Into tbls country. The British and 
Foreign Bible Society was founded In 
1804 in order to make the Scrltpures 
cheap and accessible to ovt-ry one. 
At that time the cheapest English 
Blblo cost more than 4s Cd and the 
cheapest English Testament cost more 
than Is Od. 

The cheapest edition of Shakes- 
peare's works ever Issued In England 
was priced at Is, In paper covers. 
Our Society sells an English Bible, 
bound, for Cd, and anotber In larger 
print for 10d; the Revised Version 
may also be> had for lOd, while an ex- 
cellent school Bible In admirably 
clear type is sold for Is. AH these 
editions entail considerable loss. Of 
the Society's penny English Testa- 
ment more than 9,000,000 copies have 
been Issued during the last quarter of 
a century— at a net loss of over £25,- 
000. In France, Italy, and Germany 
the Soclely's cheapest Bible Is sold 
for about Is, which also Involves a 
loss on each copy. The Society's Cd 
Dutch Bible Is by far the cheapest 
book in South Africa, 

It la in tbe mission field, however, 
that the greatest differences occur he- 
twe'en tbe actual cost of producing 
tbe books and the prices nt which 
they are sold, A few concrete cases 
will make this clear. In each of the 
ereat languages of India (lie Society 
publishes a Bible ut is, the cost of 
production raying from Is 8d to 2s. 
New Testaments In India are sold 
uniformly at 4d, though the cost price 
vnr1j»«i f»v?:r. Ed tG *.£ i 1 *, Liiu uveruse 
being about 8d. Single Gospels are 
sold uniformly at l-4d, their cost vary- 
ing from l-2d to Id. 

In Madagascar a Bible which costs 
about Is 8d to produce Is sold at is. 
In Japan a New Testament which 
costs 7 sen to print and bind may be 
bought for 5 sen, that Is 1 1-td.

id. Beautifully printed Gospels are 
sold from l-4d to l-2d 'each. A well- 
bound Bible Is sold for 6d; If ft were 
an ordinary Chinese book. It would 
be considered cheap at seven times 
that price. 

Editions, again, cost more 1b pro- 
portion to produce when only a limit- 
ed number of copies can be disposed 
of. But our Society does not refose 
to undertake a translation or to print 
au edition because It may food com- 
paratively few readers. Bibles in 
some versions cost quite 4s apiece, 
and tbey are sold for Is because 'bat 
price Is all that their readers can af- 
ford to pay. 

To revise the Bible for (be Cree In- 
dians, and to print an edition of 1,900 
copies In syllabic character, cost our 
Society more than £1,700. Those 
i'lblCu <ue Boiii ior a mere fraction 
of what they have cost. The ladiass 
are very grateful for so generous & 
gift; and the missionaries wbo are 
working among the Crees have been 
quick to recognize Itr va'ue for tbeir 
own labours. 

Ijow as are tbe prices cnarged for 
tbe Scriptures, we bear agaia sad 
again of folk in such dire poverty 
that they are literally penniless, AJ 
"Pisco, lu Peru, last year a shoemaker 
bartered a pair of boots tor a BiMe, 
and anotber man gave sway bis walk- 
ing-slink for a Testament. Oa Uae 
frontier or China a missionary reports 
lhat he exchanged some TibetsE Geo- 
pels for coral beads and ck>l&. High 
up among the Andes & man fjarted 
with a pigeon for a Testament. At a 
lonely hut In Venezuela a aaaasa &b41 
his wife gravely "offered a suckJmg- 
lilg for a Bible, as ifcey tad eo 
money."

Social Work in the West Indies. 

A few months ago a young man,
